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Introduction 



This bibliography for the most part does not approach reading, book collecting, book- 
selling, publishing, bindings, typography, bibliomania, etc. from a technical or scientific 
point of view. I have chosen the "literary" approach instead-books about books as 
literature and good, enjoyable reading. Men's thoughts and reflections about the books 
they read and the books they own is what I am interested in. Be they great readers; 
collectors of rare, first editions; owners of small presses; second-hand booksellers; or 
publishers of limited editions is of some consequence to me; because I am interested in 
what they think and what they do in the books they write. I am a good reader, but I will 
never be a great reader; nor can I afford desirable first editions; or own a private press; or 
be a bookseller or publisher. I am interested in those pursuits, and would very much like 
to do them, but the lack of skill and ambition prevents me. I have always wanted to be a 
used bookseller, but never seriously made the attempt. I love used books in very good 
condition or better to new ones, any day! I love the smell, the look, and the feel of old 
books. Read Holbrook Jackson's The Anatomy of Bibliomania, Christopher Morley's 
Parnassus on Wheels and The Haunted Bookshop, or Alexander Ireland's The Book- 
lover 's Enchiridion and you will understand. 

Books about books came into vogue in the 1870s and were published in considerable 
numbers through the 1930s. The golden age for this genre lasted about fifty years from 
1880-1930. The Great Depression may have hastened its decline. 

I did not list all the titles which would be appropriate for this bibliography, but I did 
list what I believe to be the most important. In general, they reflect a more traditional or 
conservative view of literature and books. There are several titles written by radicals and 
socialists, but not all that many. The reader will have to decide for himself what he wants 
to read. 2 I did not include many of the modern titles because not all that many have been 
published in the past seventy plus years; and what has reflects for the most part the 
political and social philosophies of the Modern Movement. 3 

There are bibliographies on "books about books" which are considered classics today. 
Winslow L. Webber's Books About Books: A Bio-bibliography for Collectors; Horace 
Hart's Bibliotheca Typographica; and Bessie Graham's Bookman 's Manual: A Guide to 
Literature are just a few still sought after and used today. 4 

I have limited the biography of each author to a quick description of his/her career. 
More in-depth biographies can be found on the internet as well as descriptions of the 
contents of their books. I have refrained from too many personal comments--! hope.
